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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

The Office Action dated September 16, 2003 that included an Election/Restriction 
requirement inadvertently grouped claim 66 (a composition claim) with the group drawn to 
methods of using the compounds. Claim 66 has been examined with the Election/Restriction 
group drawn to the compounds and compositions. 

The Election/Restriction dated September 16, 2003 has been withdrawn and the method 
claims have been rejoined with the compound and composition claims, as they are commensurate 
in scope with claims 1, 2, 7, 11, 14, 15, 21, 22, 23, 27, 31, 34, 35, 36, 37, 49, 66, 89, 91, 93, 94, 
95, 96, and 97. 

The applicant's arguments in response to the office action dated January 28, 2005 are 
found to be persuasive. Claims 1, 2, 7, 11, 14-15, 21-23, 27, 31, 34-37, 49, 66, 89, 91 and 93-97 
are allowable because the claimed subject matter is not taught nor fairly suggested in the prior 
art. Furthermore, method claims 50-65 and 67-82 are allowable because the claimed subject 
matter is not taught nor fairly suggested in the prior art. 

The closest prior art is found in Jayyosi et aL where compounds are taught that have 
differing structures than those claimed by the applicant; wherein the applicant's claimed 
compounds are limited by Ar I being to compounds contain groups other than the quinoline 
group that is found in a similar position as those claimed by Jayyosi et aL
